Subject.— Import eniitiement for raw cottpji against carports of cotton cloth tol 
Pov)erloom Establishments under the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion' 
Incentive Scheme. 

No. 1284 TC(PN)/ 59 .— Effective from 1st July 1959, Powerloom Establishments 
having within their premises 25 powerlooms or more, whose cotton cloth is exported, 
will, against exports of their cloth, be eligible to receive 66-2/3% of the F.O.B. 
value of such exports as their entitlement for Import of raw cotton under the 
: boVc Scheme. 

2. Powerloom Establishments eligible to secure import entitlement for cotton, 
shall not, however, be granted any Import licence for import of cotton to be 
retained by them for their use. The entire value of the entitlement accruing to the 
eligible Powerloom Establishments shall be made available by them to the Textile 
Commissioner, Bombay, on such terms and conditions as may be prescribed by 
him from time to time. 

,3 Applications from eligible Powerloom Establishments claiming raw cotton 
entitlement will be considered on a quarterly basis and the actual value of the 
entitlement will be certified by the Textile Commissioner, Bombay, in accordance 
with such procedure as may be prescribed and notified by him. 

Explanation. —The term “Powerloom Establishments” referred to in this Public 
Notice shall mean establishments having in their premises 25 or more powerlooms 
(but having no spinning plants) which have been licensed under the Central Excise 
Rules, and are paying Central Excise duties on the cloth produced by them.
